It has oflen occurred to us that, al- 
though the majority of our city mutes 
earn as high a compensation and are 
as skilled workmen as their hearing 
brethren, why they are never given to 
investing a part Of their earnings in- 
some other way than the usual month 
ly deposit in a saving's bank.'on which 
they receive but a small interest. 

Can it, be thai while our mutes com- 
pete with their hearing brethren, in 
their various vocations, they are still 
incapable of imitating them in the 

matter of business enterprise T 

True, they labor somewhat, under a 
disadvantages in being deprived the 
use of two senses, but is it possible 
this misfortune could to a very great 
degree prevent their starting "in busi- 
ness on their "own hook!'* They do 
not, hick the intelligence, the ability. 
the shrewdness nor, in some instances, 
the capital that go to make up the 
success of many business men. Then 
what can it, be thvy arc in need of? 
Is it the ehiinoo of a good opening? 
A desirable location 1 Or the nature 
of the bnaineaa itself? 

Hardly likely, a's there are many 
such chances Offered every day. We 
have among us printers, artiste, en- 
gravers, shoemakers, cigarmakors, car- 
penters, tailors, bakers, blacksmiths, 
and many Others employed in as many 

different callings, but we have vary 
lew who are engaged independently in 

any of these vocations. 

New York is a largo city, and is 
growing larger still every day. There 
arc thousands of tradesmen of the 
same kind, but thoro is still room 
enough for more What, then, is to 
t our mutes, who have the 
means ai their command, from start 
ing independently in business for 
themselves, and what is to prevent 
their ultimate success. 

Sonic say, because they are deaf, 
the] would be liable to be imposed 
upon. With that wo disagree 

s at least one person of their 
acquaintance whom every mute can 
rely upon, and in the matter of pur- 
chasing and dispensing with their 
goods a •• Day Hook" could be kept, 
which would bo open to their inspec- 
tion at the close of business hours, and 
if the total sales and receipts failed to 
tally, it would ho easy lo dil 
where the deficiency lay, and whom 
to call to account fi r same. 

This may seem a rather difficult un 
dot-taking i,, sonic, but we are of the 
linn opinion if can be done, and that 
many of our mutes are as well able to 
enter into business on their own ac- 
count, and with a little push and dili 

genoe as likely to succeed in same, 
as their hearing brethren 

jreat deal has boon said from 
time to time on the ability of deaf 
teachers, but little has boon written 
On the ability of deaf mutes to advance 
their interests in the matter of tho 
business ihey advocate. Tho few 
who have already ventured to become 
independent in l heir business calling, 
whether by themselves or in connec 
lion will) a hearing party, have, to our 
knowledge, been successful, then why 
should not the mute of this genera 
tion take a step forward and bring
